THE FARMER'S LIFE. 


We take pleasure in presenting our readers 


with the following excellent remarks from the 
"Faimer and Mechanic," on the Dignity and 
Pleasures of Agriculture: 


There is a moral dignity ia the pur- 


suit of agriculture. 
True, it i? toilsome; 


but what gainful pursuit is not 
!. There 


are few merchants or professional men 
who would not at times willingly ex- 
change their burdens, their cares or anx- 
ieties, for following the plough or other 
labor connected with 
funning. 
The 


young man who fancies there isso much 
of leisure and aristocracy in trade and 
the professions, and so much drudgery 
in farming, knows less of human 
life 


than he will be likely to learn if he lives 
to middle age. 
But, while the laboring 


people usually attain greater longevity 
than men of leisure, their exercise may 
be considered as conducive to health, 
and hence to happiness. 
In labor itself, 


there is nothing degrading to the best 
feelings of our nature. 
It is only a viti- 


ated artificial public sentiment, that can 
induce painful sensibility in view of the 
necessity for industry, which the wants 
of life impose. 


It is not the objects thrown around the 


farmer, the woods and streams, and fields 
arrayed in green, that make all the 
charms of his life ; for, while he subdues 
the soil and fits it for his purposes, and 
scatters the seed on the furrows, the pro- 
gress of vegetation and the ample har- 
vest are in his mind, as the reflection at 
night that the day has been devoted to 
usefulness, prepares him for peaceful 
rest. 
Then there is a practical indepen- 


dence enjoyed in ihe feelings of the farm- 
er, when he gathers the golden harvest, 
and partakes of the fruit of his labor. 
"He eats his own lamb, his own chickens and 


ham, 


He sheers his own fleece, and he wears it" 


Agriculture has in all ages been es- 


teemed the true associate of nobility.— 
Virgil wrote its praise, and the greatest 
statesman of the Roman Empire made 
the following of the plough an indication 
of his conscious dignity and an example 
of his most sterling virtue. 
Later, du- 


ring the middle ages, the possession of 
land was a necessary appendage of no- 
bility. 
George Washington was a farm- 


er, and all the ex-Presidents of the Uni- 
ted States, with perhaps a single excep- 
tion, have found the honor of their retire- 
ment in farming estates and their culti- 
vation.

The Matamoras Flag of the 4th inst.says. 
"From Major Arthur, formerly quar- 


termaster at Ceralvo, we learn that Gen, 
Wool has received orders to proceed 
with the advance of Gen. Taylor's col- 
umn, 
on the 20th insl., in the direction 


of Encarnaciori, some twenty leagues 
from Buena Vista, where he will estab- 
lish a depot, into which three 
months' 


rations will be thrown. 
The army will 


then advance upon San Luis, and com- 
munication be opened with Tampico or 
Tuspan, from 
whence 
supplies 
will 


thereafter be received. 
All the mules 


and other means of transportation have 
been ordered above, arid activity prevails 
throughout the whole department." 


Referring to the same subject, the 


correspondent of the New Orleans "Na- 
tional" says: "The impression now is 
that General Taylor will make a forward 
movement about the first of September;

ot life on board the Idunn, from coming in con- 
tact with the ship fehanunga, at sea. 
The Jour 


nal says : 


The passengers in the Iduna were 


composed of industrious Swedes, who 
were coming to ihis country with con- 
siderable sums of money in their pos- 
session, for the purpose of purchasing 
farms and settling at the west. 
The col- 


lision was so sudden and unexpected, and 
the vessel sunk so soon afterward, that 
none of the passengers had time to clothe 
themselves. 
Most of them, however, 


secured their money, which was mostly 
in gold, about their persons, which ac- 
counts for the serious loss of life. Those 
who were saved had been in the water 
nearly haif an hour when they were 
picked up, during which lime those who 
had gold about their persons had sunk. 
It is supposed lhat Captain Moberg, mas- 
ter of the barque, had 81400 in gold 
about his person. 


Those who were saved were entirely 


deslitute of money, and mostly clad in 
their night clothes when taken aboard 
the Shanunga. 
The warm hearted lars 


on board furnished them wilh all their 
spare clothing, reserving nothing but 
what ihey stood in, and every thing 
which could be devised to administer to 
their comfort was cheerfully performed. 


The survivors of ihis dreadful calamity 


have been deprived of near and dear rel- 
atives or friends. 
One of the survivors, 


a lilile girl of twelve years of age, has 
lost father, mother, brothers and sisters, 
and is thus left alone in a strange land. 


It is estimated that something like 


850,000, or even 8100,000 in specie, be- 
longing 10 the immigrants, went down 
in the vessel, or on the bodies of the lost. 
One individual lost 814,000. 


One hundred and seventy-two per- 


sons, including the master, Capt. Ernest 
Andreas Moberg, were lost.
